Out of a fund of $30,000.000 available for its work this \car, the 


'American lied Cross has set aside $15,000,000 for European relief, $13,- 
750,000 for TV* at home and $1,250,000 for completing its program in 
Siberia. 


In making public plans for carrying forward peace time activities, 


Dr. Farrand, head of the organi/ation, declared that a considerable reserve 
must be held for emergenc\ calls "incident to such possible events as the 
opening of Russia to intemmrse with the United States." This deter- 
mination, Dr. Farrand said, was, reached after long and full consideration 
with government representatives m this country and Europe. 


With appeals infinitely bejond its resources, and unable to count on 


additions to its total fund during the 3ear, the executive committee, Dr. 
Farrand said, found it "both wise and necessary to consider the application 
of its funds so that the soundest possible sense of proportion might prevail." 


All obligations to soldiers sailors and their families must be proudcd 


for, Dr. Farrand reported, while the Red Cro^s must be ready at the same 
tune to meet relief demands due to disaster*. 


"We are pledged," he added, "to the establishment of a peace-time pro- 


gram m America for which $13,^30,000 will be made available. In con- 
sidering this item it must be kept clearly in mind that while expenditures 
in this country arising directly out of the war remain high they should 
rapidly dimmish, and while our v\oik for establishment of peace-time 
undertakings will increase in some measure, this increase will be incon- 
siderable as compared with the reduction of war items."

"Do not limit your winter waJks to

A little 
good, plain common sense will dis- 
cover the riches and avoid the danger.

Substantial Sum li to be Kept in Reserve in Case of 


Sudden Disaster 


Out of n fund of $30,000,000 available for its work this year, the 
American Red Cross 1ms set aside $15,000,000 for European relief, $13,- 
750,000 for use at home and $1,250,000 for completing its program in 
Siberia. 


In making public plans for carrying forward pcace time activities, 
Dr. Farrand, head of the organization, declared that a considerable reserve 
must be held for emergency calls “incident to such possible events as the 
opening of Russia to intercourse with the United States.” 
This deter­ 
mination, Dr. Farrand said, was reached after long and full consideration 
with government representatives in this country and Europe. 


With appeals infinitely beyond its resources, and unable to count on 
additions to its total fund during the year, the executive committee, Dr. 
Farrand said, found it “both wise and necessary to consider the application 
of its funds so that the soundest possible sense of proportion might prevail.” 
All obligations to soldiers, sailors and their families must be provided 
for, Dr. Farrand reported, while the Red Cross must be ready at the same 
time to meet relief demands due to disasters.

"We are pledged,” he added, “to the establishment of a peace-time pro­ 
gram in America for which $13,750,000 will be made available. 
In con­ 
sidering this item it must be kept dearly in mind that while expenditures 
in this country arising directly out of the Avar remain high they should 
rapidly diminish, and while our work for establishment of peace-time 
•undertakings will increase in some measure, this increase will be incon­ 
siderable as compared with the reduction of war items.”

Minister Was Inventor of 
First Percussion Lock for 
Fire Arms; First Used 1825 


The first percussion lock for fire­ 
arms was invented and patented in 
1807 by the Rev. Alexander J. For­ 
syth, a Scottish clergyman, who was 
born Dec. 28, 1768. Firearms were first 
made in Italy in the fourteenth cen­ 
tury, and were employed in war by the 
Burgundians at Arras in 1414. These 
first small arms were really small can­ 
non, and were borne by two men. In 
1471 Edward IV. had 800 Flemings 
armed with hand-guns in his army, and 
a little later the Swiss armed 10,000 
men with arquebuses. The musket was 
employed in the army 
of 
Emperor 
Charles V. early in the sixteenth cen­ 
tury. These rude firearms were at first 
discharged by the application of a 
flaming torch. About 1517 the wheel- 
lock method came into use. and after­ 
ward the flint was used, from 1G02 un­ 
til the Scottish clergyman invented the 
percussion principle of igniting gun­ 
powder in muskets, by means of det­ 
onating powder. The flint-lock guns 
were used by all the European armies 
during the early period of the Napo­ 
leonic wars, and only a few guns em­ 
bodying Forsythe’s invention were in 
use a century ago. 


Percussion caps were first generally 
used about lSliG.

MARYLAND 
FIRST 
IN FIELD NEW YORK'S FINE MEMORIAL 


Residents of Boonsboro, in that State, 


Built Memorial to George Wash- 


ington in 1827. 


On the summit of South mountain, 


above Boonsboro, Washington county, 
Maryland, stands an inlerestinsj me- 
morial to George Washington, which 
is, moreover, the first monument ac- 
tually erected to his memory in this 
country, according to the Youth's Com- 
panion. Although work was begun on 
the monument in Mount Vernon place, 
Baltimore, some >enrs earlier, that 
shaft \\as not completed until 1S2!>, 
but the one on South mountain was 
virtually built In out- day, the Fourth 
of July, 1827. 


At 11 o'clock on the morning of that 


day all the people of the little settle- 
ment of Boonsboro—two years later ft 
contained only twenty-nine houses— 
went in a body to the point then 
known as Blue Rooks. 
Some of the 


men had fought under Washington in 
the War of the Revolution. The re- 
sult of the day's labor was a monu- 
ment built of the stones found on the 
mountain. It measured fifty-four feet 
In circumference and was raised to 
the height of fifteen foet that day. 
Tradition says that that height was 
increased to fifty feet in the next few- 
days. 


A central stairway leads to the sum- 


mit. 
The outlook is over three coun- 


ties; it Includes part of the route of 
Washington's historic trip up the Po- 
tomac, the scene of the John Brown 
tragedy, the Antietam battlefield and 
a part of the old National road. A 
white marble tablet was originally set 
in the side of the monument, on which 
was the inscription, "Erected to the 
memory of Washington, July 4, 182", 
by the citizens of Boonsboro." 
The 


slab has disappeared and all efforts 
to trace it have been in vain. 


In the course of Jjalf a century the 


monument fell into decay. In 1882 it 
was rebuilt by residents of Boonsboro ; 
but a stroke of lightning has torn 
away a part of It. 
The people of 


Washington county believe that it 
would he a fitting tribute from the 
people of the whole country to restore 
it, and the matter has been brought 
before congress by the representatives 
of the 4th Maryland district. The fact 
that it is the first completed monu- 
ment to Washington—except one in 
parjs_js 
settled 
by contemporary 


records. 


Cause of Washington's Death. 


George Washington probably died of 


diphtheria, instead of acute laryngitis, 
as is commonly believed, according to 
an article by Dr. H. B. Hemenway. 
Dr. Hemenway outlined briefly the 
means used to cure ills during the time 
of Washington. 


"It is probable that Washington's 


life was cut short more by excess of 
treatment than by disease," the article 
reads. "It is sometimes said that he 
died of acute laryngitis, but w> believe 
that it is now generally agreed his dis- 
ease was diphtheria." 


For fvTerit of Design, the Washington 


Arch in That City Has Been 


Given Universal Praise. 


Of American arches already standr 


ing in permanent construction, the 
Washington arch in New York 
has 


widest recognition for merit of de- 
sicn 
It bad its beginning in Stan- 


ford White's temporary structure for 
the Washington centennial in 1889. 
iust 100 years after Boston had built 
Bui Inch's arch of lumber and canopy 
fabi ic beside the old state house. Pour 
jeais later it stood in mellow marble 
•U the foot of Fifth avenue. In straight- 
forward construction, with no columns 
or gables applied hi merely decorative 
use.s, this centennial arch attests its 
des gner's courage In breaking with 
almost universal precedents. 
Except 


for an occasional ancient areli like 


Washington Arch, New York City. 


Trajan's on the Alcontara bridge, and 
an even rarer modern example like 
that of the colossal Arc de 1'Etoile 
at Paris, whose architects indeed quar- 
reled and wavered on this very point, 
the standard designs make use of pi- 
lasters and columns, engaged or de- 
tached, and carrying more or les« 
orately broken entablatures.

White's design shows two massive 
piers carrying with the help of a 
rather delicate arch between them, a 
decorated frieze and cornice crowned 
with an attic story whose broad wall 
panels bear the commemorative in- 
scriptions.

Lombard a Sauce.—Cook one-fourth 


cupful of flour in one-fourth cupful of 
hot butter; add half a teaspoonful of 
salt, one-fourth teaspoonful of paprika 
and one cupful of jellied chicken broth ; 
stir trntil boiling hot. Set over boil- 
ing water, and beat in one-fourth of a 
cupful of butter, beaten to a cream 
with two egg yolks and the juice of 
half a lemon. As soon as the egg is 
cooked, beat in three-fourths of a cup- 
ful of thick tomato sauce. When cold 
and ready to use, add one teaspoonful 
of parsley, chopped very fine. 


Hot Apple Dessert.—Pare, quarter, 


core and '-lice five or six apples. 
Put 


these in a serving di«h suitable for the 
oven, in layers, with seeded raisins and 
one cupful of sugar; cover and bake 
until the apple is tender. Remove the 
cover and set marshmallows over the 
top of the apples; return the dish to 
the oven for the browning of the 
marshmallows. 
Serve hot, with or 


without cream. 


Fresh Fish Salad.—Flake 'baked or 


boiled fish while hot. 
For a pint of 


fish, cut six olives very thin length- 
wise; to them add a tablespoonful of 
capers, a teaspoonful of onion pulp, 
half a teaspoonful of salt, a table- 
spoonful of lemon juice and two table- 
spoonfuls of olive oil.

Site of the White House. 


The site for the president's palace, 


as the first maps name it, was selected 
by President Washington and Major 
L'Enfant when they laid out the fed- 
eral city in 1792. They purposed to 
have the president's house and the cap- 
itol reciprocally close to the long vista 
formed by Ponnsjlvama avenue, and 
they also laid out a parklike connec- 
tion between the two irreat buildings. 
The plans for the house, selected by 
Washington and Jefferson as the result 
of a competition in which L'Knfnnt 
took part, were drawn by Jauies Ho- 
baa, a aaUve of Dublin. 


ECONOMIES IN THE HOME. 


It hardly seems necessary to men- 


tion that flour sacks of the large size 


may be 
bleached and 


used for various things. 
Open the seams and hem 
and you have flue dish 
towels. 
The small-sized 


sugar sacks may be used 
to hold lettuce after it 
has been washed and i3 
ready for the table. Put 
into the sack, it may lay 
Small salt sacks are fine 


for holding herbs and dried seeds, for 
use ia various ways. 


Tea grounds make a fine brightcner 


of carpets. 
Use them dampened with 


water, and sweep lightly with a broom. 


( Old underwear makes 
fine 
wash 


cloths, and stockings of any kind or 
color, cut in strips and fitted into a 
mop, 
will answer, when treated 'with 


a good oil, as a dust mop. 


AVhen nuts are dry and tasteless, 


breaking into bits when cracked, soak 
them for an hour or two in hot water 
before cracking. 
They will be like 


fresh nuts. 


When a broom Is worn on one side, 


dip it in hot suds on wash day, and 
while soft and wet cut with a sharp 
hatchet or scissors. 


Always mix such dry mixtures as 


cornstarch with sugar when making a 
sauce, as the sugar keeps it from 
lumping when the water is added. 


Add a dash of salt to most fruits; 


It saves sugar and brings out the fla- 
vor. 
This is true of fresh or dried 


fruits. 


When making a custard, cook it as 


usual if it is a boiled ctre>tanf, and take 
out a portion, to whicft may be added 
various seasonings liked in a salad 
dressing; the remainder may be sweet- 
ened and flavored, and two dishes are 
ready with one cooking. 


Stretching the meat flavor is a great 


economy. • When preparing hamburg- 
er, add a cupful of cooked oatmeal, 
seasonings, and either cook it in a flat 
cake or small cakes. The cereal vill 
not be noticed, and the dish will be 
fully as satisfying. 
Any cereal, such 


as rice or other cooked breakfast foods, 
may be used equally as well. 


Take the strips from the ends and 


sides of table linen which is badly 
worn, and make into napkins. 
One 


may have six or eight good-looking 
napkins which are well worth the trou- 
ble of hemming. The best of the cloth 
left m ay be hemmed for various u^es, 
and even the ragged portions may ne 
quilted, by a few stitches on the ma- 
chine, for dishcloths.

Studied Before Waking Large 
Investments in Fowls. 


LESS SUBJECT Ï0 DISEASE 


Artificial Methods of Hatching and 
Rearing Have Been Used Success­ 
fully—P^kin Breed Is Hardy 
and Good Layers. 


Ducks can be raised villi success 
nnd at a profit on general farms or by 
town poultry keepers, but do u«t ap­ 
pear to be easily adapted as a source 
of income to average farm conditions 
as chickens, all hough they serve to 
add variety both of meat and eggs 
for the table. 
The demands for 
ducks’ eggs are more limited than for 
liens’ eggs, anu the demand for table 
duck at good prices is, to a great ex­ 
tent, confined to the large cities, anti 
is not nearly as general as the demand 
for chickens. For this reason poultry 
specialists of the United States de­ 
partment of agriculture advise that 
prospective duclc raisers study the 
market conditions before making . a 
large investment in ducks. 


Intensive duck farming on a large 
scale, the specialists say, has been 
more successful than intensive chicken 
raising. 
The Tekin ducks, which are 
kept extensively by commercial grow­ 
ers, are less subject to disease than 
chickens, and 
artificial methods of 
hatching and rearing have been used 
very successfully by them. 
These 
facts, together with the care in feed­ 
ing and the study of market condi­ 
tions, havi* been responsible for the 
.success of many commercial duck 
raisers.- 
Fanners liuve rarely given 
the necessary attention to these latter 
points to secure a large share of the

Growing Green Duck 


A green du^k is a duckling \vhich 
h;!* grown rapidly and marketed when 
from eight to twelve weeks old, weigh­ 
ing at that iitne from four and oue- 
liaif tu six pounds. This rapid growth 
is made possible by an abundance of 
care and good feeding. 
The highest 
prices for ducks are usually paid early 
in the spring, hut the demand is chief­ 
ly from the large cities. As a matter 
■ £ fact, many farmers market their 
ducks in the fall at a lower price a 
bird than green ducks bring in tho 
tftfWng. 


The Pekin breed of ducks is kept 
almost exclusively by producers* of 
green ducks. 
The Peklns are hardy, 
make fairly good layers, are practi­ 
cally nonsetters, and while not espe­ 
cially wi ll adapted for the production 
of flesh, are listed in the heavy breeds 
of duck:*. 
Tho standard weights of 
adult drake and duck are nine and 
eight pounds each, respectively, They 
are easily confined by low fences, and 
are a good breed to raise as a side 
issue on a general farm or by the 
town poultry keeper. 


Feeding Ducklings. 


Ducks may be fed on the rations 
recommended for chickens, but better 
results are usually secured by feeding I 
more green and vegetable feeds and a | 
larger proportion of ma&h, Ducklings i 
do not need feed until they are from ! 
twemy-four to thirty-six hours old. j 
After this they should be fed for the j 
first w< ek five times a day; after that, 
fourtime.s a day mail they are two or 
three w« eks old, and t'hereaft r threi 
times daily until they are m-H-L^ud. 
The first ration should consist of a 
mixture which c«an. ins equal p m s by 
measure of rolled oats 
and bread 
crumbs, with «3 per cent of sharp sand j 
mixed in th<' feed. When about three . 
days old. this feed is changed to equal j 
parts of bread, rolled oats, bran, and j 
cornmeal, AfUv the first week the .a- 
tion .should be changed again to three 
p:irts of bran, one part each of low* 
grade wheat flour and cornmeal. 10 
per cent of green feed and f> per cent 
uf beef scrap, with about 3 per cent 


scrap is gradually increased until it 
reaches 15 per cent by the end of the 
third week. 
The proportion of corn* 
meal Is increased for the ducklings to 
be marketed and the bran decreased 
as the time for* marketing the duck­ 
lings approaches. 


The fattening ration, which should 
be used for two weeks before killing, 
consists of three parts, by weight, of 
cornmeal, two parts of low-grade Hour 
or middlings, ono part of bran, one- 
half part of beef scrap, 10 per cent 
green feed and 3 per cent grit. This 
mash is fed three times daily. 
The 
green feed is sometimes left out: of 
the ration during the last week of fat­ 
tening,, as it tends to color the meat, 
but it is easier to keep the duckling? 
in good feeding condition if it is in­ 
cluded. Boiled fish is sometimes user 
in place of the beef scvtip, but this 
should be discontinued two weeks be- 
fo.re the ducklings are killed hi order 
not to impart a fishy taste». 
Where 
milk is available at a sufficiently low 
price, the rations recommended for 
milk-fattened chickens would produce 
a well-bleaclied milk-fed green duck. 
Celery seed is also used, as this is sakl 
to flavor the flesh. 


The Egg Breed. 


For the general farmer who i.; more 
interested in obtaining eggs than in 
producing green ducks for the market, 
the Indian Runner is a good breed.. 
This duck holds the same relative po­ 
sition in the duck family that the Leg­ 
horn does in the chicken family. 
It 
lays a good-sized white egg, consider­ 
ably larger than a hen’s egg, and ih 
declared to be a sinail eater, a good 
forager and hardy. 


At the present time the keeping of 
ducks for eggs is an industry which 
appears to be growing more rapidly in 
the South than elsewhere. A good de­ 
mand for these eggs exists at Easter 
time, and the prices are usually sev­ 
eral cents a dozen higher than foi 
hens’ eggs, but during the balance oi 
the year the average price for the two 
has been about the same. 
Recently, 
however, the introduction of the In 
dian Runner has helped in building 
up a, trade In first-class ducks’ eggs. 
These eggs should be marketed fre­ 
quently, as they depreciate in quality 
more rapidly than hens’ eggs. 
The 
possibilities of securing a market, 
moreover, should be carefully investi­ 
gated, for ii is only in certain place* 
that good prices can be secured for 
fancy duck? ’ eggs.

In the latter 
case it is better to confine the hens 
and to allow the ducklings freo range. 
IMrds that are intended fox; sale at 
green ducks, however, are not usually 
allowed much range, but are fed heav­ 
ily and forced for rapid growth. The 
brooders and brooding systems used 
for chickens give good results in 
rearing ducklings, although the letter 
do not require as high a temperature.

After Pigs Arrive Nothing Should Be 
Given but Supply of Clean Water 
— Feed Moderately for the 
First Few Days. 


(Prepared by the TTnltoti States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Many farmers have their sows far­ 
row during the months of March and 
April and the early fall months in the 
South. 
Since the weather is often se* 
vere in northern sections during March 
and April, care should be taken to pro­ 
tect the sow from cold. 
Give her 
enougirstraw to make a warm bed, but 
not so much as to allow, the little^ pigs 
to get covered and crushed. 
The sow 
should have clean water but nothing 
else for the first 24 hours after the 
pigs arrive. 


Feed for First Week. 


On the second day a thin bran mash 
or skim milk will bo relished. 
Feed 
moderately for the first week. 
A mix­ 
ture of two parts of corn and one of 
middlings may be fed in increasing 
amounts until the sow is eating a full 
feed. 
If skim milk can be fed in ad­ 
dition to the grain, there is nothing 
bettor to make the sow give a full 
flow of milk. 
Another good grain mix­ 
ture for the sow at this time is six 
parts of corn and one of oil meal. If 
skim milk is available, the sow will 
do well on four pounds of milk to one 
of corn, 
A full grain ration for a day 
should never be more than four per 
cent of the sow’s live weight. 
If the 
sow can be put on alfalfa, clover, blue 
grass, or rape pasture, less corn will 
be required. 
A corn ration of about 
two per cent of the sow’s live weight 
with good pasture makes a cheap and 
adequate supply. 


Care of Young Pigs. 


As soon as the little pigs begin to 
eat they will do best if fed additional 
slop In a sepai*ate pen and away from 
their mother and the larger pigs. This 
can be done by having a pen or a 
lot where choice .clover or other for­ 
age crop is growing to which the pigs 
may have access, but where the open­ 
ing is so small that the larger pigs 
cannot pass through. 
When the young 
pigs are from eight to ten weeks old 
they should be weaned. 
This often 
causes

their 
growth, but should not do so. When

it is desirable to wean the pigs put tho 
mother in a pen leaving a creep for 
the pigs. 
Feed the sow sparingly; 
give water instead of slop and have 
the grain ration dry. 
While the sow 
is receiving a maintenance ration the 
pigs should be fed all they will con* 
sume without waste. 
A r'.tion conn 
sisting of such feeds as skim milk, 
middlings, corn, and green foi%age will 
satisfy the pigs’ appetites and simplify 
the weaning. 


HOG HAS NUMEROUS ENEM IES 


Louse Is Most Common of Pests and 
Also Easiest to Get Rid Of— 
Oiler Is Effective. 


The hog has numerous enemies, 
among the worst of which are para­ 
sites. The hog louse Is the most com-> 
mon of these pests and it might alsa 
be said it is also the easiest to get rid 
of. 


Medicated or crude oil will drive out 
lice, and at their first appearance every 
hog raiser should get busy without dei 
lay. If you have a dozen or more hogs 
it will pay you to get a hog oiler foi 
applying the oil, as this permits thq 
hog itself to rub the oil directly intq 
the itchy, lousy parts, without any 
trouble to you. 


Don’t let your hogs keep rubbing 
away their ilesh and your profits on 
every fence rail, post, tree, etc., and 
put themselves In a physical condition 
to fall easy victims to the germs oi 
cholera and other scourges. 
One hog 
oiler to every 20 to 30 hogs will re> 
Heve them from torments of lice and 
will prove the best investment a hog 
raiser could make.

The war having boon brought to a 
favorable conclusion more attention 
can now be given lo tho agricultural 
and industrial development of Western 
Canada, which were checked by the 
troublous times of the past four years. 
Now that those are over, the proper 
development of the country will be 
continued. 


True, murh agricultural progress has 
been made during this time* Crop pro­ 
duction has been greatly increased, tho 
number of live stock has steadily 
grown, and with each succeeding year 
tho dairying and wool industries have 
become more important. 
But despite 
this forward niqrchj many phases of 
development have been lieUl in^ cl}£ck: 
The" activities of farmers,* too, have 
been greatly hampered by shortage of 
labor, and, under the circumstances, 
what they have achieved can only be 
described "as marvelous. 


Excepting those, industries closely al­ 
lied to agriculture, such as butter and 
cheese manufacture, industrial activity 
in the Prairie Provinces has been al­ 
most at a standstill. 
And even in 
these branches extensions have been 
strictly limited to those of urgent £*> 
cessity. 
Building has been consider­ 
ably curtailed, especially in the towns 
and cities, though many commodious 
and up-to-date dwellings, barns and 
other buildings have been erected by 
farmers in the country. 
Indeed, the 
amount of building farmers have done 
is one of the outward signs of their 
prosperity; but considerably more of 
it would have been done had not the 
more important work of fotid produc­ 
tion received priority in the labor 
available. 
Railway construction work 
has been almost entirely suspended. 


With more help available, and the 
use of the labor-saving devices that 
have been adopted during the last few 
years great advances in the agricul­ 
tural development of Western Canada 
might be looked for even if no new 
settlers were expected; but the com­ 
ing of thousands of prospective set­ 
tlers who have hitherto been deterred 
only by the unsettled conditions from 
making their homes in this last great 
West will give a considerable impetus 
to every phase of agriculture in these 
Prairie Provinces. 


Hand in hand with the development 
of agriculture, there will bp a renewal 
of industrial activity. 
For the estab­ 
lishment of such industries as sugar 
refineries, canneries, and many other 
industries for the utilization of the 
products of the land, as well as for 
the extension of the already impor­ 
tant industries of butter and cheese 
manufacture, are splendid opportuni­ 
ties. 
Mining, lumbering, quarrying, 
the manufacture of clay products are 
also a few industries capable of con­ 
siderable growth, and to which great­ 
er attention can now be devoted. 


To provide accommodation for pres­ 
ent business requirements alone would 
keep the building trade busy for a 
long time, but with further develop­ 
ment in the cities it is impossible to 
foresee any slackness in any branch of 
this trade. 
And the number of farm­ 
ers whose needs have outgrown their 
present accommodation and who have 
been awaiting an opportunity to re­ 
place their buildings by larger and 
more modern ones is considerable and 
constantly increasing. Municipal work 
will be gradually resumed, and the 
railways have much work in contem­ 
plation. 


All this points to a period of great 
prosperity in Western Canada—agri­ 
cultural and industrial prosperity. The 
former is the more important, for on 
it the latter depends. 
Being prima­ 
rily an agricultural country, Western 
Canada will probably pass through the 
readjustment period with little diffi­ 
culty. 


There is no reason to believe that 
farming will be Jess remunerative than 
it has been in the p a s t; there are, on 
the other hand, many good and sound 
reasons for believing that the returns 
will be as large as ever. One thing is 
certain: Intelligent farming on the 
fertile prairies of Western Canada, re-

MARYLAND 
FIRST IN FIELD 


Residents of Boonsboro, in that State, 
Built Memorial to George Wash­ 
ington in 1827. 


On the summit of South mountain, 
above Boonsboro, Washington county, 
Maryland, stands an interesting me­ 
morial to George Washington, which 
is, moreover, the first monument ac­ 
tually erected to his memory in this 
country, according to the Youth’s Com­ 
panion. Although work was begun on 
the monument in Mount Vernon place, 
Baltimore, some years earlier, that 
shaft was not completed until 182Í}, 
but the one on South mountain was 
virtually built in one day, the Fourth 
of July, 1827. 


At 11 o’clock on the morning of that 
day all the people of the little settle­ 
ment of Boonsboro—two years later it 
contained only twenty-nine houses— 
went In a body to the point then 
known as Blue Rocks. 
Some of the 
men had fought under Washington in 
the War of the Revolution. 
The re­ 
sult of the day’s labor was a monu­ 
ment built of the stones found on the 
mountain. 
It measured fifty-four feet 
In circumference and was raised to 
the height of fifteen feet that day. 
Tradition says that that height was 
Increased to fifty feet in the next few 
days. 


A central stairway leads to the sum­ 
mit. The outlook is over three coun­ 
ties; it Includes .part of the route of 
Washington’s historic trip up the Po­ 
tomac, the scene of the John Brown 
tragedy, the Antietam battlefield and 
a part of the old National road. 
A 
white marble tablet was originally set 
in the side of the monument, on which 
was the inscription. “Erected to the 
memory of Washington, July 4, 1827, 
by the citizens of Boonsboro/1 
The 
slab has disappeared and all efforts 
to trace it have been in vain. 


In the course of Jjulf a century the 
monument fell into decay. In 1882 it 
was rebuilt by residents of Boonsboro; 
but a stroke of lightning has torn 
away a part of it. 
The people of 
Washington county believe 
that 
It 
would be a fitting tribute from the 
people of the whole country to restore 
it, and the matter has been brought 
before congress by the representatives 
of the 4th Maryland district. The fact 
that it Is the flrst completed monu­ 
ment to Washington—except one in 
Paris—is 
settled 
by 
contemporary 
records.

Cause of Washington^ Death. 


George Washington probably died of 
diphtheria, instead of acute laryngitis, 
as is commonly believed, according to 
an article by Dr. II. B. Ilemenway. 
Dr. Ilemenway outlined briefly the 
means used to cure ills during the time 
of Washington, 


"It is probable that Washington’s 
life was cut short more by excess of 
treatment than by disease,” the article 
reads. “It is sometimes said that he 
died of acute laryngitis, but wo believe 
that it is now generally agreed his dis­ 
ease was diphtheria.”

NEW YORK’S FINE MEMORIAL 


For Merit of Design, the Washington 
Arch in That City Has Been 
Given Universal Praise. 


Of American arches already stand* 
ing in permanent construction, 
the 
Washington arch in New York has 
widest recognition for merit of de­ 
sign 
It had its beginning in Stan* 
ford White's temporary structure for 
the Washington centennial 
in 
1889. 
lust TOO years after Bo&ton had built 
BulT.ach’s arch of lumber and canopy 
fabric beside the old state house. Four 
years later it stood in mellow marble 
at the foot of Fifth avenue*. In straight­ 
forward construction, with no colnmna 
or gables applied in merely decorative 
uses, this centennial arch attests its 
des'gner's courage in breaking with 
almost universal precedents. 
Except 
for an occasional ancient arch like 


Washington Arch, New York City, 


Trajan’s on the Alcontara bridge, and 
an even rarer modern example like 
that of the colossal Arc de l'Etoile 
at Paris, whose architects indeed quar­ 
reled and wavered on this very point, 
the standard designs make use of pi­ 
lasters and columns, engaged or de­ 
tached, and carrying 
more or lesa 
orately broken entablatures. Stanford 
While's design shows two massive 
piers carrying with the help of a 
rather delicate arch between them, a 
decorated fx’ieze and cornice crowned 
with an attic story whose broad wall 
panels bear the commemorative in« 
scriptions. 


Site of the White House, 


The site for the president’s palace, 
as the first maps name it, was selected 
by President Washington and Major 
I/Enfant when they laid out the fed­ 
eral city in 175)2. 
They purposed to 
have the president’s house and the cap- 
itol reciprocally close to the long vista 
formed b) Pennsylvania avenue, and 
they also laid out a parklike connec­ 
tion between the two great buildings. 
The plans for the house, selected by 
Washington and JeiTerson as the result 
of a competition in which L’Knfant 
took part, were drawn by James Ho- 
ban, a native of Dublin,

SEASONABLE- CNSHESv

nip into slices and’ let 
cook in boiling broth or 
soup until done.

cold, add two cold, boiled 
potatoes and one cooked 
beet, cut in strips. 
Add 
a tablespoonful of chopped or scraped 
onion pulp, and mix. 
Pour over the 
following sauce and garnish with wa­ 
ter cress: 


Lombard* Sauce.— Cook one-fourth 
cupful of flour in one-fourth cupful of 
hot butter: add half a teaspoonful of 
salt, one-fourth teaspoonful of paprika 
and one cupful of jellied chicken broth ; 
stir until boiling hot. 
Set over boil­ 
ing water, and beat in one-fourth of a 
cupful of butter, beaten to a cream 
with two egg yolks and the juice of 
half a lemon. 
As soon as the egg is 
cooked, heat in three-fourths of a cup­ 
ful of thick tomato sauce. When cold 
and ready to use, add one teaspoonful 
of parsley, chopped very fine. 


Hot Apple Dessert.— Pare, quarter, 
core and slice five or six apples. 
Put 
these in a serving dish suitable for the 
oven, in layers, with seeded raisins and 
one cupful of sugar; cover and bake 
until the apple is tender. Remove the 
cover and set marshmallows over the 
top of the apples; return the dish to 
the oven for the browning 
of 
the 
marshmallows. 
Serve hot, with or 
without cream. 


Fresh Fish Salad.—Flake 'baked or 
boiled lish while hot. 
For a pint of 
fish, cut six olives very thin length­ 
wise; to them add a tablespoonful of I 
capers, a teaspoonful of onion pulp, 
half a teaspoonful of salt, a table­ 
spoonful of lemon juice and two table­ 
spoonfuls of olive oil. Mix, then pour 
over the fish; mix with two forks, to 
avoid crushing; let stand in a cool 
place until ready to serve. 
Serve on 
lettuce leaves with mayonnaise in r 
bowl. Garnish with pickled beets.

ECONOMIES IN THE HOME. 


It hardly seems necessary to men­ 
tion that flour sacks of the large size 


may 
be 
bleached 
and 
used for various things. 
Open the seams and hem 
and you have flue dish 
towels. 
The small-sized 
sugar sacks may be used 
to hold lettuce after it 
has been washed and is 
ready for the table. Put 
, 
into the sack, it may lay 


on the ice. 
Small salt sacks are fine 
for holding herbs and dried seeds, for 
use in various ways. 


Tea grounds make a fine brightener 
of carpets. 
Use them dampened with 
water, and sweep lightly with a broom, 
j Old underwear makes 
fine 
wash 
cloths, and stockings of any kind or 
.color, cut in strips and fitted into a 
mop, will answer, when treated 'with 
a good oil, as a dust mop. 


When nuts are dry and tasteless, 
breaking into bits when cracked, soak 
them for an hour or two in hot water 
before cracking. 
They will be like 
fresh nuts. 


When a broom in worn on one side, 
dip it in hot suds on wash day, and 
while soft and wet cut with a sharp 
hatchet or scissors. 


Always mix such dry mixtures as 
cornstarch with sugar when making a 
sauce, as the sugar keeps it from 
lumping when the water is added. 


Add a dash of salt to most fruits; 
It saves sugar and brings out the fla­ 
vor. 
This is true of fresh or dried 
fruits. 


When making a custard, cook it as 
usual if it is a boiled custard, and take 
out a portion, to which may be added 
various seasonings liked in a salad 
dressing; the remainder may be sweet­ 
ened and flavored, and two dishes are 
ready with one cookfng. 


Stretching the meat flavor is a great 
economy. 
When preparing hamburg­ 
er, add a cupful of cooked oatmeal, 
seasonings, and either cook it in a flat 
cake or small cukes. The cereal will 
not be noticed, and the dish will be 
fully as satisfying. 
Any cereal, such 
as rii e or other cooked breakfast foods, 
may be used equally as well. 


Take the strips from the ends and 
sides of table linen which is badly 
worn, and ma\ve into napkins. 
One 
may have six or eight good-looking 
napkins which are well worth the trou­ 
ble of hemming. The best of the cloth 
left may be hemmed for various uses, 
and even the ragged portions may bo 
quilted, by a few stitches on the ma* 
chine, for dishcloths.

Ont of a fund of $30,000,000 available for its work this year, the 
"American lied Cross lios set aside $15,000,000 for European relief, $13,- 
750,000 for ase at home and $1,250,000 for completing its program in 
Siberia. 


In making public plans for carrying fonvard peace time activities, 
Dr. Farrand, head of the organization, declared that a considerable reserve 
must be held for emergency calls "incident to such possible events as the 
opening of Russia to intercourse with the United States." 
This deter- 
mination, Dr. Farrand said, was reached after long and fiül consideration 
with government representatives in this country and Europe. 


With appeals iniinitcly beyond its resources, and unable to count on 
additions to its total fund during the year, the executive committee, Dr. 
Farrand said, found it "both wise and necessary to consider the application 
of its funds so that the soundest possible sense of proportion might prevail." 


All obligations to soldiers, sailors and their families must be provided 
for, Dr. Farrand reported, while the Red Cross must be ready at the Fame 
time to meet relief demands due to disasters. 
<> 


"•\Ve are pledged," he added, "to the establishment of a peace-time pro- 
gram in Americiv for which $13,750,000 will bo made available. 
In con- 
sidering this item it must be kept clearly in mind that while expenditures 
in this country arising directly out of the war remain high they should 
rapidly diminish, and while our work for establishment of 
peace-time 
undertakings will increase in some measure, this increase will be incon- 
siderable as compared with the reduction of war items."

Minister Was Inventor of 
First Percussion Lock for 
Fire Arms; First Usedl825 


The first percussion lock for fire- 
arms was invented and patented in 
1807 by the Kev. Alexander J. For- 
syth, a ScoitlPh clergyman, who was 
born Dec. 28, 1768. Firearms were first 
made In Italy in the fourteenth cen- 
tury, and \vere employed in war by the 
Burgundians at Arras in 1414. These 
first small arms were really small can- 
non. and were borne by two men. In 
1471 Edward 
IV. had 300 Flemings 
armed with hand-guns in his army, and 
a little later the Swiss armed 10,(KX) 
men with arquebuses. The musket was 
employed in tlie army 
of 
Kmperor 
Charles V. early in the sixteenth cen- 
tury. These rude firearms were at first 
discharged 
by the application 
of a 
flaming 
torch. About 1517 the wheel- 
lock method came Into use. and after- 
ward the fiint was used, from 1Gl)2 un- 
til the Scottish clergyman invented the 
percussion principle of igniting gun- 
powder in muskets, by means of det- 
onating powder. The 
flint-lock 
guns 
were used by all the European armies 
dui'ing the early period of the Napo- 
leonic wars, and only a few guns em- 
bodying Forsythe's Invention were in 
use a centui'y ago. 


Percussion caps were first generally 
used about 1S25.

When these 
are %vell lined the owner of {he land 
takes the down from t]ie nests. 
The 
ducks take 
more down 
from 
their 
breasts, and again it la renjovi^d from 
the nests.

and this time they are not disturbed 
till tlie eggs are hatched, xlwn the re- 
maining down is taken.—The

Householders 
usually 
desire 
not 
only eggs for the table and for cook- 
ing, but also an occasional chicken to 
eat. 
For this reason one of the gen- 
eral-purp(»sc breeds, such as Plymoulli 
Kock. Wyandotte, Rhode Island Red, 
or 
Orpington, 
is preferable 
to 
the 
smaller egg breeds, such as the I^t^g- 
horns. 
Kot only do the mature fowls 
of iJiese breeds, because of their large 
size, make better table fowls than the 
Leghorns, but the >oung chickens for 
the same reason make belter fryers 
and roasters, where: s i-hlckens of the 
egg breeds are suitable only for tJje 
sujaller broilers. 


The general-purpose breeds are also 
"broody" 
breeds, 
the 
hens 
making 
good bitters and mutliers. wJiich Is a 
decided advantage when it Is desired 
to hutch and raise chickens, since the 
hens of tlie egg breeds 
i>i'Idom go 
broody and are in any event 
rather 
unreliable 
sitters 
and 
niothers. 
If, 
however, tlie production of eggs out- 
weighs the desire for an oe. asional 
table fowl, the ligliter egg breeds un- 
doubtedly 
will be found bettor, bo- 
cause they lay as man,\ eggs and do 
so on less feed, with the result that 
they produii* the eggs more cheaply. 
It is by all means advisable tc keep 
some pure breed or » fu-iy. 
Where 
this Is done, sales at a pnMitahle tig-

"Do not limit your winter walks to 
the rond.s and the beaten paths." ad- 
vises Edward F. Bigelow, the scout 
nuturalist. in Boys' Life.

Ducks can be raised with success 
and at a profit on general farms or by 
town poultry keepers, but do not ap- 
pear to be easily adapted as a s(mrco 
of income to average farm conditions 
as chlckenñ, although they serve to 
add variety both of meat and eggs 
for 
the 
table. 
The 
demands 
for 
ducks' eggs are more limited ti^nn for 
hens' eggs, anu the demand for table 
duck at good prices is, to ¡.i great ex- 
tent, conilned to the large cities, and 
is not nearly as general as the demand 
for chickens. 
For this rea^ou poultry 
iipecialists of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture advise that 
prospective duck raiser's study 
the 
market conditions before making. a 
large investment in ducks. 


Intensive duck farming on a large 
scale, the specialists say, has been 
more successful than intensive chicken 
raising. 
Tho Tekin ducks, which are 
kept extensively by commercial grow- 
ers, are less subject to disease than 
chickens, and 
artificial methods of 
hatching and rearing have been used 
very 
successfully by 
them. 
These 
facts, together with the care in feed- 
ing and the study of market condi- 
tions, havi> been responsible for the 
success 
of 
many 
commercial 
duck 
raisers.- 
I'^armers have rarely given 
the necessary attention to these latter 
points to HfH'ure a large share of the 
I ti-ade iu fancy "grecu" ducks. 


Growing Green Ducks- 
A green 
is a duckling vAilch 


Ih'.H grown rapidly and marketed when 
from eight to twelve weeics old, weigh- 
ing at tliat lime from four and (me- 
hulf to f'lK pounds. Tliis rapid growth 
is made possible by an abundance of 
vare and good feeding. 
The highest 
jirices for ducks are usually paid early 
, in the spring, but tho demand is chief- 
. ly fruin the large cilios. As a matter 
• £ fact, many farmiu's market their 
ducks in the fall at a lower price a 
bin] than green dudvs bring in the 
«j>rlng. 


The Pekin breed of ducks Is kept 
almost 
exclusively by producers' of 
green dhcks. 
The I>eklns are hardy, 
make faii'ly good layers, are practi- 
cally nonsetlors, and while not espe- 
cially u\ll adapted for the production 
of flesh, are listed in the heavy breeds 
uf duclc.^. 
Tile standard weights of 
adult dra!:e and duck are nine and 
eight pouiKls each, respectively. 
They 
are easily confined by low fences, and 
are a good breed to raise as a side 
issue on a general farm or by the 
town poultry keeper. 


Feeding Ducklingri- 
Ducks may be feil on the raticms 
recommended for chickens, but better 
results are usually secured by feeding 
more gnien and vegt-table feeds and a 
larger prupiU'tiiin of ma.^h. 
Duí'iíüngs 
do not nri'd feed until they are from 
tweni.-four to tliirty-six htmrs old. 
After this tliey should be fed for the 
firht W( L-k five times a day; ufter that, 
fourtinu'> ii day unül they are two or 
thJ'ee wi elcs old, and t'liereafi r threi 
times daily until they are m.H-Lrud. 
The first rallón should consit;r of a 
mlxt.ure which ctan- ins cQual p^•rlH by 
measure of 
rolled 
oats 
and biead 
erumljs, with 3 i>er cent of sharp sand 
mixed in 
feed. When about three 
days old. this feed is changed to equal 
parts of bread, roiled oats, bran, and 
corinncal, Aftc / the first week the .a- 
tion .should be «»banged again ti> three 
p:irts of bran, one part each of low- 
iriude Miieat flour and cornmeaK 10 
per cent of green feed and r> per cent 
uf beef scrap, witli about 3 per cent 
vi ^aud o;r grit. The amuMwt of beei 


scrap is gradually increased m\tll it 
reaches 15 per cent by the end of tlie 
third week. 
The proportion of corn- 
meal is Increased for tlie ducklings to 
be marketed and the bran decrear.ott 
as the time for" marketing the duck- 
lings approaches. 


Tho fattening ration, which shouhl 
be used for two weeks before killing, 
consists of three parts, by weight, of 
cornmeal, two parts of low-grade ilour 
or middlings, oni^ part of bran, one- 
half part of beef scrap, 10 per cent 
green feed and 3 per cent grit. 
Ti\is 
mash is fed three times daily. 
The 
green feed is sometimes left out of 
tho ration during tiie last wev»k of fat- 
tenlngr as it tends to color tho meat, 
but it is easier to keep the duckling? 
in good feeding condition if it is in- 
cluded, Boiled fish is sometimes usi^r 
in place of the beci scrap, but this 
should be discontinued two weeks be- 
fare the ducklings are killed iïî order 
not to impart a fishy taste. 
Where 
milk is available at a sufllciently low 
price, the rations recommend(»d for 
milk-fattened chickens would produce 
a well-bleached milk-fed green duck. 
Celery sc^ed is aiso used, as this is said 
to flavor the flesh. 


The Egg Breed. 


For the general fai'mer who U more 
interesfed in obtalnirig eggs than in 
in'oduclng green ducks for the market, 
the Indian Kimner is a good breed. 
This duck holds the same relative po- 
.sition in the duck family that the Leg- 
horn does in the chicken family. 
It 
lays a good-sized white egg. consider-^ 
ably larger than a hen's egg, and iü 
declared to be a small eater, a good 
forager and hardy. 


At tho present time the keeping of 
dueles for eggs is an industry which 
iippears to be growing more rapidly in 
the South than elseAvhere. A good de- 
mand for tiiese eggs exists at Easter 
time, and the prices are usually sev- 
eral cents a dozen higher than foi 
hens' eggs, but during the balance oi 
the year the average price for the two 
has been about the same, 
llccently. 
however, the introduction of tiie In 
dian Runner has helped in building 
up a, trade in first-class ducks' eggs, 
q'hese eggs should be inarlieted fre- 
quently, as they depreciate in quality 
more rapidly than, hens' eggs. 
The 
possibilities 
of 
securing 
a 
markcit, 
moreover, should be carefully investi- 
gated, for il is only iu certain placi%^ 
that good prices can be secured for 
fancy duck.- ' eggs. 


On commercial duci; farms niost oj 
tiie l^atching is done in incubators, for 
tJie Pekin and Indian Runner rarely 
sit. 
On farms where no incubator is 
available, the eggs are usually hatclied 
under hens. The period of incubation 
is a week longer than that of hens' 
eggs, and, for this reason, the lien 
mv.st be well cared for; While ducks 
are easier to brood artificially than 
chickens, th '.v niry also be noised sue- 
ce-.sfully under hens. 
In the latter 
case it is better to confine the hens 
and to allow the ducklings freo range. 
Birds that are intended foi: sale as- 
green ducks, however, are not usually 
allowed much range, but are fed heav- 
ily and forced for rapid growth. 
The 
brooders and bn-uding systems used 
for 
chickens 
give good 
results 
In 
rearing ducklings, although the letter 
do not require as high a temperature.

T^Iany farmers have tlioir sows far- 
row during the months of March and 
April and the early fall months In the 
South. 
Since the weather is often se- 
vere in northern sections during March 
and April, care should be taken to pro- 
tect the sow from cold. 
Give her 
enougirstmw to make a warm bed. but 
not so much as to allo^Y.,the little^ pigs 
to get covered and crushed. 
The sow 
should have clean water but notlUng 
else for the first 24 hours after the 
pigs arrive. 


Feed for First Week- 


On tho second day a thin bran mash 
or skim milk will be relished. 
Feed 
moderately for the first week. 
A mix- 
ture of two parts of corn and one of 
middlings may bo fed in increasing 
amounts until the sow is eating a full 
feed. 
If skim milk can be fed in ad- 
dition to tho grain, there is notliing 
bettor to make tlio sow give a full 
flow of milk. 
Another good grain mix- 
ture for the sow at this time is six 
parts of corn and one of oil meal. If 
skim milk is available, the sow will 
do well on four pounds of milk to one 
of corn. 
A full grain ration for a day 
should never be more than four per 
cent of the sow's live weight. 
If the 
BOW can be put on alfalfa, clover, blue 
grass, or rape pasture, less corn will 
be required. 
A corn ration of about 
two per cent of the sow*s live weight 
witli good pasture makes a cheap and 
adequate supply. 


Care of Young Pigs. 


As soon as the little pigs begin to 
eat they will do best if fed additional 
slop in a separate pen and away from 
their mother and the larger pigs. This 
can be done by having a pen or a 
lot where choice .clover or other for- 
age crop is growing to which the pigs 
may have access, but where the open- 
ing is so small that the larger pigs 
cannot pass through. 
When the young 
pigs are from eight to ten weeks old 
they should be weaned. 
This often

growth, but should not do so. When

True, much agricultural progress has 


been made during this time. t:rop pro- 
ductlon has been greatly Increased, tho 
number of live stock has steadily 
grown, and with each succeeding year 
tho dairying and wool industries have 
become more important. 
But despite 


this forward mi\rchj many phases of 
development have been belli in^cli^^^; 
The" activities of farmers, too. have 
been greatly hampered by shortage or 
labor, and. under tho circumstances. 
what they have achieved can only be 
describotros marvelous. 


Excepting ihosaiTulustries closely al- 
lied to agriculture, such as butter and 
cheese mamifacture. industrial activity 
hi the Prairie Provinces has been al- 
most at a standstill. 
And even in 
these branches extensions have been 
strictly limited to those of urgent ii> 
cessity. 
Building has been consider- 
ably curtailed, especially in the towns 
and cities, though many commodious 
nnd up-to-date dwellings, barns and 
other buildings have been erected by 
farmers in the country. 
Indeed, the 
amount of buiiding farmers have done 
is one of the outward signs of their 
prosperity; but considerably more of 
it would have been done had not the 
more important work of foód produc- 
tion received priority.' in the labor 
available. 
Kaiiway construction work 
has been almost entirely suspended. 


With more help available, and the 
use of tho labor-saving devices thai 
have been adopted during tho last few 
years great advances in the agricul- 
tural development of Western Canada 
might be looked for even if no new 
settlers were expected; but the com- 
ing of thousands of prospective set- 
tlers who have hitherto been deterred 
only by the unsettled conditions from 
making their homes in this last great 
West will give a considerable impetus 
to every phase of agriculture in these 
Prairie Provinces, 


Hand in hand with the development 
of agriculture, there will bp a renewal 
of industrial activity. 
For the estab- 
lishment of such industries as sugar 
refineries, canneries, and many other 
industries for the utilization of the 
products of the land, as well as for 
the extension of the already impor- 
tant industries of butter and cheese 
manufacture, are splendid opportuni- 
ties. 
Mining, lumbering, 
quarrying, 
the manufacture of clay products are 
also a few industries ^capable of con- 
siderable growth, and to which great- 
er attention can now be devoted. 


To provide accommodation for pres- 
ent business requirements alone would 
keep the building trade busy for a 
long time, but with further develop- 
ment in the cities it is impossible to 
foresee any slackness in any branch of 
this trade. And the number of farm- 
ers whose needs have outgrown their 
present accommodation and who have 
been awaiting an opportunity to re- 
place their buildings by larger and 
more modern ones is considerable and 
constantly increasing. Municipal work 
will be gradually resumed, and the 
railways have much work In contem- 
plation. 


All this points to a period of great 
prosperity in Western Canada—agri- 
cultm-al and industrial prosperity. Tlie 
former Is the more important, for on 
it the latter depends. 
Being prima- 
rily an agricultural country, Western 
Canada will probaldypuss through the 
readjustment period \vilh little difll- 
culty. 


There Is no reason to believe tliat 
farming will be less remunerative than 
it has been In the past; there are, on 
the other hand, many good and sound 
reasons for believing that Die returns 
will be as large as ever. One thing Is

On the summit of South mountain, 
above Boonsboro, Washington county, 
Maryland, stands an interestIng me- 
morial to George Washington, which 
Is, moreover, the first monument ac- 
tually erected to his menioi*y in this 
country, according to the Youth's Com- 
panion. Although work was begim on 
the monument in Mount Vernon place, 
Baltimore, some years 
earlier, 
that 
shaft -was not completed until 182&, 
but the one on South mountain was 
virtually built In one day, the Fourth 
of July, 1827. 


At 11 o'clock on the morning of that 
day all the people of the little settle- 
ment of Boonsboro—two years later ft 
contained only twenty-nine 
h o u s e s - 
went In a body to the point 
then 
known as Blue Rocks. 
Some of the 
men had fought under Washington in 
the War of the Revolution. 
The re- 
sult of the day's labor was a monu- 
ment built of the stones found on the 
mountain. 
It measured fifty-four feet 
in circumference and was raised to 
the height of fifteen feet that day. 
Tradition says that that height was 
Increased to fifty feet in the next few 
days. 


A central stairway leads to the sum- 
mit. The outlook Is over three coun- 
ties; it includes .part of the route of 
Washington's historic trip up the Po- 
tomac, the scene of the John Brown 
' tragedy, the Antietam battlefield and 
' a part of the old National road. 
A 
white marble tablet was originally set 
In the side of the monument, on -which 
was the inscription. '»Erected to the 
memory of AVashlngton, July 4, 1R27. 
by the citizens of Boonsboro." 
The 
slab has disappeared and all efforts 
to trace it have been in vain. 


In the course of>ulf a century the 
monument foil into decay. 
In 1882 it 
was rebuilt by residents of Boonsboro; 
but a stroke of lightning has torn 
away a part of it. 
The people of 
Washington county believe 
that 
It 
would be a fitting tribute from the 
people of the whole country to restore 
it and the nuitter has been brought 
before congress by the representatives 
of the 4lh Maryland district. The fact 
that It Is the flrst completed monu- 
ment to Washlngton-^except 
one in 
Paris—is 
settled 
by 
contemporary 
records.

SEASONABLE. OISKES.

following sauce and garnish with wa- 
ter cress: 


Lombarda Sauce.—Cook 
one-fourth 
cupful of flour In one-fourth cupful of 
hot butler; add half a teaspoonful of 
salt, one-fourth teaspoonful of paprika 
and one cupful of jellied chicken broth ; 
stir until boiling hot. 
Set over boil- 
ing water, and beat in one-fourth of a 
cupful of butter, beaten to a cream 
with two egg yolks and the juice of 
half a lemon. 
As soon as the egg is 
cooked, beat in three-fourths of a cup- 
ful of thick tomato sauce. When cold 
and ready to use, add one teaspoonful 
of parsley, chopped very fine. 


Hot Apple Dessert.—Pare, quarter, 
core and slice five or six apples. 
Put 
these in a serving dish suitable for the 
oven, in layers, with seeded raisins and 
one cupful of sugar; cover and bake 
until the apple is tender. 
Remove the 
cover and set marshmallows over the 
top of the apples; return the dish to 
tiie oven for the browning 
of

marshmallows. 
Serve hot, with or 
without cream. 


Fresh Fish Salad.—Flake 'baked or 
boiled iish while hot. 
For a pint of 
fish, cut six olives very thin length- 
wise; to them add a tablespoonful of 
capers, a teaspoonful of onion pulp. 
Iialf a teaspoonful of salt, a table- 
spoonful of lemon juice and two table- 
spoonfuls of olive oil. Mix, then pour 
over the fish; mix with two forks, to 
avoid crushing; let stand in a cool 
place until ready to serve. 
Serve on 
lettuce leaves with mayonnaise in a 
bowl. Garnish with pickled beets.

When nuts are dry and 
tasteless, 
breaking Into bits when cracked, soak 
them for an hour or two in hot water 
before cracking. 
They will be like 
fresh nuts. 


When a broom is worn on one side, 
dip it in hot suds on wash day, and 
while soft and wet cut with a sharp 
hatchet or scissors. 


Always mix such dry mixtures as 
cornstarch with sugar when nmking a 
sauce, as the sugar keeps it from 
lumping when the w ater is added. 


Add a dash of salt to most fruits; 
it saves sugar and brings out the fla- 
vor. 
This is true of fresh or dried 
fruits. 


When making a custard, cook it as 
usual if it Is a boiled custard, and take 
out a portion, to which may be added 
various seasonings liked in a 
salad 
dressing; tlie remainder may be sweet- 
ened and flavored, and two dishes are 
ready with one cooking, 


»Stretching the meat flavor is a great 
economy. 
When preparing hamburg- 
er, atid a cupful of cooked oatmeal, 
seasonings, and either cook it in a flat 
cake or small aikes. 
The cereal will 
not be noticed, and the dish will be 
fully as satisfying. 
Any cereal, such 
as rU e or otlier cooked breakfast foods, 
may be used equally as well. 


Take the strips from the ends and 
sides of table linen which is badly 
worn, and ma\ie into napkins. 
One 
may havo six or eight 
good-looking 
napkins which are well worth the trou- 
ble of hemming. The bt^st of the cloth 
left may be henuned for various uses, 
and even the ragged portions may be 
quilted, by a few stitches on tlie ma- 
chine, fur dishcloths,
